n insects. If it were not for their de- 
traction of myriads of insects, little 
grain or fruit could be raised. The 
ther fact is that for the remaining three 
months the birds eat grain and fruit No 
ne should grudge them a share, but the 
trouble is that in many cases they take 
be whole crop. The Germantown Tel- 
egraph suggests that it would be expe- 
lient for farmers and fruit-growers to 
adapt themselves to circumstances. It 


ys: 
We must have birds, and they should 


be encouraged, and to have fruits we 
must guard them from birds who will 
take more than their share. 


Agricultural writers tell us that in 


Europe, where the birds are infinitely 
more numerous than they are here, they 
suffer very little from insects. 
The 


>irds keep the noxious insects pretty 
well down, but when the grain-fields are 
sown, or the fruit about to ripen, boys 
are hired who with clappers walk about 
the fields and keep the birds away. 


By thus spending a trifle fora few 


weeks they nave no difficulty in having 
full crops in spite of the great number 
of feathered tribes. 


Our true policy must be a similar one, 


!o encourage the birds and protect the 
crops. There is no other rational ground 
to take*

One spring two or three yean ago, a 


traveller passing a country road, near 
enough Cincinnati for the people to have 
known better, saw a farmer and his men, 
armed with long poles and stones, en- 
gaged in the recreation of beating off a 
colony of barn-swallows that hid nestled 
under the sheltering eaves of their out- 
buildings.

Within the last few weeks seve-al 


allusions have been made to the beau- 
tiful new church edifice just complet- 
ed by the German Lutheran church on 
the corner of south Edward and west 
WooJ streets, and we now take pleas- 
ure in giving a more complete and 
detailed description of the building 
as it has received its finishing touches 
and is now ready for occupation. 


The structure fronts south and the 


mam building is 35x60 feet with a 
projection of ten feet on the north 
for 
the pulpit and altar. 
The 


walls are 13 feet >n height and from 
the south end of the roof a well pro- 
portioned spire rises to a height ot 80 
feet from the ground. At the south 
end of the. udience room is an organ 
loft in which are seats tor a cho'r, 
sufficiently elevated so that persons 
entering at the front door pass an ler 
the loft At the north eud of the audi- 
ence loom on the west side of the 
altar is a sujtll ante-room trom which 
a door operit out upon the side walk 
at the northwest, corner of tlib build- 
ing. The windows, of which there 
are three on a siue. are of beau- 
tiful suiued glass which was froiu 
Wells & Co, Chicago, and was pro- 
cured for the society by AUeimau 
McNub. 


The brick work of the scructuie 


was don* by Frank Huuser and Geo, 
Kunb e, £and the wood work by H. 
S. Baker, both jobi showing a skillful

The plastering which shows finished 
workmanship was spread upon the
